Hold Property In Province Assessed 
at $11,500,000 

Dill tali Columbia’s Oriental popula 
tlon today stands at about 46,000, or 
82 Asiatics for every 1,000 whltos, it 
was disclosed In a survey recently 
conducted by tho provincial govern¬ 
ment all over tho province.

Research work of the highest im¬ 
portune to all tho wheat farmors of 
Western Canada in regard to the pro¬ 
blem of damp and tough grain Is to 
bo carrlod out at the three Pralrlo 
universities and tho Dominion Crain 
Research Laboratory at Winnipeg, 
uncier tho diroctlon of tho National 
Research Council of Canada. 

About a year ago the National 
Research Council appointed an as¬ 
sociate committee on grain research 
to look into various important prob¬ 
lems connected with the production 
and marketing of grain. At its or¬ 
ganization meeting last year, this 
| committee drew up a comprehensive 
program of investigation, particularly 
with regard to wheat. Involving fac¬ 
tors affecting milling and baking qual¬ 
ity, commercial grading, and certain 
disease problems. 

A special meeting of this commit¬ 
tee was held In Winnipc g recently for 
tho purpose of consulting with the 
Hoard of Grain Commissioners and 
representatives of tho Wheat Pool in 
regard to tho pressing problem of 
damp and tough grain. The meeting 
was held In tho office of the grain 
board. There wero present, repre¬ 
senting the grain board: Commission¬ 
ers Iloyd, Robinson aqd Snow, secre¬ 
tary Rathbone and Dr. F J. Buchnrd, 
chemist of tho board; representing 
the National Research Council Asso¬ 
ciate Committee, Dr. II. M. Terry, 
president of tho National Research 
Council, Dr. R. Newton, professor of 
agronomy, University of Alberta; Dr. 
rvaldson, professor of cliem- 
Unlverelty of Saskatchewan; 
J. Harrison, professor of field 


No country in the world is perhaps 
better adapted than Canada for sheep 
raising and no country offers greater 
opportunities for tho development oi 
the Industry. Tho physical features, 
the soil, tho climate, and tho agricul¬ 
tural population are nil favorable to 
the production of mutton and wool of 
tho highest quality. In most of tho 
provinces there is an abundance of 
waste lands admirably suited to the 
raising of sheep. Furthermore, there 
are many farms, particularly in west¬ 
ern Canada, that ns yet are carrying 
no Hocks. In cistern Canada on mixed 
farm lands and In tho grain belt of 
western Canada the small flock of ton 
to fifty ewes is generally kept. These 
flocks can bo maintained at little ex¬ 
pense and return an excellent revenue 
for the labor required and money In¬ 
vested. In tho rougher parts of east¬ 
ern Canada and in some districts of 
Manitoba larger Hocks of from one to 
several hundred head are kept under 
6cml-t .'inching conditions, often by 
new settlers who may have hern 
originally miners or fishermen. Many 
suitable areas are still available for 
the carrying of flocks of this size. In 
south-western Saskatchewan, south¬ 
ern and parts of northern Alberta, and 
In British Columbia, sheep ranching is 
practised quite extensively, but even 
in these provinces there are tracts of 
land awaiting ranching or semi- 
ranching purposes. On western farm 
lands, by utilizing stubble pickings, 
supplemented by a forage crop with a 
short finishing period of grain, the 
farmer could market choice market

Figures Recently Published Must Im¬ 
press Investors of World 

Many Canadians who have a hazy 
Idea that Ontario lias some valuable 
gold mines somewhere In tho north 
will ho surprised to learn that the 
Porcupine mining camp alono has 
produced moro than 150 million dol¬ 
lars' worth of gold and that tho IIol- 
linger this year will exceed every 
other mlno In tho value of Its produc¬ 
tion. In 1924 tho Hollinger, tho Mc- 
Intyre and tho Donio mines produced 
21 million dollars of gold, or moro 
than double tho quantity produced by 
tho wholo Porcupine camp four years 
previously. 

Figures sotting forth tho gold out¬ 
put of Ontario and of Canada over a 
period of years appear In an article 
in tho New York Times’ Current His¬ 
tory, written by J. Murray Clark, K.C. 
“Tho New Eldorado.” The Investors 
of tho world will not fail to bo im¬ 
pressed by such statistics. Nor will 
they Ignore tho prophecy of Sir Her¬ 
bert Holt that this country Is about 
to leap forward because of the im¬ 
pending development of Its mineral 
1 wealth. 


Best Hay Crop In Sections Where 
Moisture is not Abundant 
Western ryo grass has established 
Itself as a valuable hay and pasture 
crop for tho sections of tho prairie 
provinces where moisture Is not abun¬ 
dant enough to permit of tho success¬ 
ful growing of timothy. Recent tests 
of the grass at tho Lncombe, Alberta, 
Experimental Station, have fully borne 
out expectations as to tho value of this 
fodder 


In competition with Drome 
grass, different strains of timothy, and 
with Kentucky blue grass, western ryo 
grass was easily first, outyleldlng the 
other grasses by a considerable mar¬ 
gin. 

It Is interesting to note In this con¬ 
nection that of tho strains of rye 
grass tested In tho experiments, 
“Grazer,” a variety developed by the 
Central Farm at Ottawa, out yielded 
the commercial varieties used. Yet, 
according to tho latest report of the 
Dominion Agrostologlst, thero have 
been new varieties recently developed 
at tho Central Farm which appear to 
bo considerably heavier yielding than 
“Grazer.” It is therefore expected 
that within a very few- years further 
strains will bo generally available 
that will produce more profitable 
I yields than those In use at present

British Government Issues Order and 
Promises Compensation to Owners 
, The British Government lias order¬ 
ed the abolition of slavery ln Burma. 

Sir Barcourt Butler, Governor of 
Burma, at a reception of the Kachln 
chiefs of the district known as the 
Triangle announced: 

"Henceforth slaves must not bo 
sold, given as part of dowries or lit 
settlement of feuds: neither may 
families of slaves be broken up.” 

Immediate arrangements will be 
made for the release of slaves and 
compensation will be paid to the own¬ 
ers by the British Government. 

It was estimated that 5,000 slaves 
will thus becotno free citizens.
